Bread Making 
Explained To 
City Council 


John Ketelhut of the Richmond 
Bakery appeared before the coun- 
cil last evening with all the tngre- 
dients that enter Into the making 
of bread, displayed them. before the 
members, and said he wished to 
state that there was no better. bread 
turned out by any other bakery. He 
exhibited two loaves of what he 
termed ‘quality bread.’ 

Ketelhut stated it was impossible 
to make good ‘bread out of hard 
wheat alone, but that he used sev- 
eral grades which made a perfect 
blend. He said he was running his 
pakery to capacity at the present 
time, but the reason that some of 
the grocers did not use his bread 
was because they made mor’ profit 
out of outside products. 

The speaker said that nothing but 
the highest grades of flour, salt, 
yeast, sugar, 
honey was used by him, and he 


‘asked that the city chemist be asked 


to mage a test of the samples he 
displayed. 

“The speaker further said that he 
had been in business for seven years 
and had saved the residents $46 2 
day which amounted to $97,980 for 


the period. He said his payroll was} 


$16,000 annually that he paid over 
‘$700 a year taxes, earried a $10,- 
000 stock of goods, had a plant in- 
vestment of $18,000, and while the 
bread trust had attempted to put 
him out of business, they had spent 
a fortune, and he was still at the 
old stand.
